The first business 
before t ho senate yesterday was a reso­ 
lution whii'h was adopted, te n d e r the 
nse of the senate chamber to the Terras 
Veteran’s association and the Doughty- 
of the Republic for their celebration on 
Aptil Ti. 
The free conference committee report 
on the the sis months’ appropriation 
bill was called up. 
It was not what the 
acuate wanted but it was the best it 
could do. 
The report was adopted. The 
total appropriation carried by the bill 
amounts to #1,887,589. 
Mr. Miller secured the final passage 
of 
tho house bill 
reenacting a law 
stricken from the statute books in 1891, 
anthorizing railroad corporations to ex­ 
tend their branch lines at an angle ol 
not less than 25 degrees from the main 
line. 
On motion of Mr. Miller the senate 
again refused the request of the house 
for a free conference committee ou the 
Dallas charter. 
Mr. Davidson of Galveston secured 
consideration of the house bill donating 
to Brazoria county for two years all 
state ad valorem and occupation taxes 
collected in that county, to be used in 
the construction of bridges. 
The bill 
passed to third reading with 
slight 
amendments. 
Mr. Patterson secured the final pas­ 
sage of the house bill makiug it a mis­ 
demeanor 
to violate 
the governor’s 
quarantine proclamations. 
Mr. Savage secured the consideration 
of the house bill requiring railroad com­ 
panies to equip their cars for handling 
of lumber and sugar cane. The bill 
was discussed aud finally went to the 
table. 
Mr. Odell secured consideration of the 
8-hour labor bill 
pending from the 
morning session, with an amendment 
by Mr. Harris of Bexar providing that 
the bill shall not apply to employes of 
the state, but only to laborers for con 
tractors. 
A call of the senate was made on the 
bill, but the absentees were excused. 
The amendment was adopted and t he 
bill passed to third reading. 
Mr. Dibrell introduced a resolution 
appropriating #800 to be used in decorat­ 
ing the senate upon the occasion oi 
President McKinley’* visit to Austin. 
Upon convening the house, the speaker 
announced that the Fifty-first judicial 
district was without a prosecuting offi­ 
cer and that none was provided for by 
law. 
He said a bill had passed the sen­ 
ate covering the defect, and he asked 
the house to permit the bill to be takeu 
up aud passed at once. 
No objection 
was made and the bill was engrossed, 
aud passed, with the emergency clause 
under a suspension of the rules.

London, April 9.—Kitchener reports 
from Pretoria that Finnier has occupied 
Ihetersburg with slight opposition. He 
captured two locomotives and 89 trucks. 
The capture of Pietorslmrg is regarded ( 
here as ini)M)rtant. The place is tho 
terminus of the railway aud has been 
the capitol of the Bist government since 
the evacuation of Pretoria. Th® whole 
of the Northern railway is now in tho 
hands of the British. 
According to dis­ 
patch of Kitchner, only one officer aud 
one man was killed. The Boers evacu­ 
ated tho town during the night prior to 
Plnmer’s arrival after blowing up two 
tracks laden with ammunition. 
Kitchener further reports the capture 
of 16 prisoners, 60 horses and the delict 
of war stores at Bishmauskop, Orauge 
River Colony. 
As an offset, he reports that a detach­

The proceedings opened with depositions 
on the part of the defendants to the 
suit in which they denied they were 
carrying munitions of war and in which 
they said their vessels were not armed 
to repel any attack. They were simply 
engaged in peaceful transportation pur­ 
suits.
